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FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES OF THE j-RCGRAM OF THE BULGARIAN NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
FREE AND INDEPENDENT BULGARIA 


1. Reinstatement of the TImovo Constitution and of the rights, freedoms 
and prerogatives of Bulgarian men and women consecrated by it. 

2. Abrogation o i ail anticonstitutional -dictatorial laws, decrees and 
regulations of the regimes before and after September 9, 19 44 — of 
the period of Soviet occupation as well as of that after it. 

3. Elections for a Constituent National Assembly, in accord with the 
provisions of the Constitution, which is competent to enact the 
necessary modifications of the Constitution and to determine the 
democratic form of government that the Sovereign Bulgarian People 
wishes to possess* 

4. Return of the army to the barracks and its reorganization into a non- 
party force entrusted with the defense of the people and the interests 
of the nation* 

5. Reorientation of the Public Instruction and the upbringing of the 
youth on the basis of scientific, cultural and humanitarian principles, 
taking into consideration the traditions and the historical interests 
of the Bulgarian people. 

6* Coordination of the industrial development of the country with its 
agricultural character and sraall-holdings. 

7* Social legislation on the basis of general social security* 

8* Financial reform conforming to the revenue capacity of the people - 
social Justice and stimulation of the economic reconstruction and 
development of the country* 

9. Exclusion of all interference in the internal affairs of the Church 
and reinstatement of its freedom and independence; restoration and 
guarantee of the freedom of conscience. 

10. Reorientation of foreign policy of the nation on the basis of peace, 
understanding and collaboration with all nations, small and large. 
Peaceful solution of controversial international problems in the spirit 
of mutual understanding and consideration based on the Atlantic Charter 

and the Charter of the United Nations. Liquidation of past adventurous 
and shovenist tendencies and canalisation of the efforts of the people 
In the spirit of federalism and the United States of Europe. Free and 
close economic and cultural collaboration with all nations. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE ACTIVITIES AND FUNCTIONS OF

A. Alas. 


1. The Committee has in view the unification and organization of the 
moral, material and spiritual potentialities of the Bulgarian 
people within the country and abpoad for the purpose of facilitating 
the popular struggle for the rescue and liberation of the Bulgarian 
people as well as for that of guiding it to its victorious end as 

to the upbuilding of a Free, Independent and Democratic Bulgaria. 

2. In the name of these aims the Committee collaborates with the 
liberation and democratic forces of all other nationalities, 

3. The Committee functions on the basis of a Program elaborated 
along the lines of popular principles*

4. The Committee maiptains uninterrupted contacts with the people, 
lortifies its spirit, organizes and assists its struggle for 
liberation from tfie Communist and Soviet dictatorships as well as 
for the establishment of a Free, Democratic and Just order in 
Bulgaria. 

5. It creates its owp centers of organization and coordination of the 
forces of the people as well as their planned utilization in the 
struggle for Liberation. 

6. It issues newspapers and other printed matter for the purpose of 
publicizing the a fans and ends of the National Struggle for Liberation. 


7. 


Alx propaganda and other publications as well as media are organs 
of the National Committee and are issued under its sponsorship and 
control. Jo publications can be issued in its name or as its organs 
without beforehand, having been approved and sanctioned by the P real deni 
in writing. 


8. It utilizes radio- [stations and establishes such of its own for the 
purpose of maintaining contacts with the people as well as of publi- 
ci zing the problenip of the Struggle for Liberation.

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9. It maiatains contacts with the democratic world and collaborates 
with s-lI democratic liberation movements and organizations in the 
common struggle of the nations subjugated by the Dictatorship. 

10. It brings to^ the attention of the foreign world the criminal acts 
and anti-national aims and plans of the present Communist dictator- 
ship; it enlists world public opinion in the fight for liberation 
and democracy. 

11 * The financial means at the disposal of the National Committee are 
derived from voluntary contributions, loans, mutual assistance funds 
Expenditures are ; made by means of special authorizations of the Com- 
mittee and solely for the purposes of the effort at liberation

C. COMPOSITION. j 

12. The Committee is directed by the president in collaboration with the 
Members. 

. . j ; . : 

13. The Committee may assign as assistants to the President two or three 
of its Members fof the performance of current technical functions. 

In agreement with them, the President may make appointments on the 
staff of necessary technical secretaries and other functionaries, 

14. Upon instructions, of and in agreement with the President, every 
Member acts as delegate of the Committee. 

15. In the Committee and in its subordinate institutions and organiza- 
tions can not participate individuals who, because of their records 
and activities, could do damage £o the prestige as well as to the 
proper and successful progress of the fight of the people for Freedom 
and Independence. This applies to elements of Communist as well as 

Fascist and Hitlerite character. 

16. The Committee has also the initiative in the organization of the 
Bulgarians who find themselves abroad as political emigrants and 
refugees, into Subcommittees, wherever this is feasible. 

17. The Subcommittees consist of from five to ten members.

The Subcommittees consist of Secretary, Treasurer and Members, the 
technical functions of the officers being determined by the Sub- 
committees on the basis of local requirements.

19. Members 
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19. Members of one Subcommittee transfering into the region of another 
automatically become Members of the Subcommittee in the region of 
which they have moved. The limitations as to numbers are not appli- 
cable in such cases. 


20. The acceptance of new Members of the Subcommittees takes place upon 
the proposal of the latter and with the approval of the National 
Committee in Washington. 

21. The loss of Membership also takes place upon proposal of the Subcom- 
mittees and with the approval of the National Committee. 


22. The National Committee is equally empowered to propose acceptance for, 
or punishment and loss of Membership in the Subcommittees for individ- 
uals who have manifested lack of discipline, inactivity, non-conformity 
with the rules and regulations as well as the Program of the National 


Committee. 


23. In countries where there are concentrated a number of emigrant groups 
at great distances one from the other, separate sections may be formed 
which are units of one Subcommittee. In such cases each section has 
one representative on the Subcommittee vtiich decides on the problems 
of all sections. Such Subcommittees have augmented Memberships.

24. The Members of the National Committee finding themselves in a given 
region participate ex officio in the respective Subcommittee. In agree- 
ment with the President, Members of the National Committee may be 
especially delegated. 


25. The Subcommittees are automatically at the disposal of the National 
Committee in carrying on the activities of the latter. 
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
